Paris, April 2—There is now be­ 
fore the peace conference a definite 
and concrete proposal from the Rus­ 
sian government for cessation of 
hostilities. 
It bears Premier Len- 
ine’s signature. 
There is also evi­ 
dence that Carl Kautsky, German 
rn<lical, is now in Moscow, trying to 
anange a formal alliance between 
Germany and Russia. 
In the light of these two facts, the 
peace 
delegates 
are giving more 
thought to Russia than the daily offi­ 
cial communications indicate. 
The 
greatest secrecy surrounds the Len- 
ine document, but it is known that it 
otters a way to end hostilities between 
the Russian and British governments. 
The delegates believe it pesents an 
opportunity to break the rapidly 
forming bolsheviki front. 
Another important factor is that 
medical men are becoming alarmed at 
the possible spread of the typhus 
epidemic westward from Russia. The 
death rate in Petrograd is 125 a day. 
There are 4,000 cases of spotted ty­ 
phus in the city with eighteen deaths 
daily. 
I he disease is increasing. 
The food situation is still serious. 
The 
government 
has 
discontinued 
passenger traffic until April IO to 
enable from sixty to one hundred 
carloads of food to be brought into 
Petrograd daily. 
Beyond the written document Len- 
ine is said to be ready to insure self 
government for all former Russian 
territories which wish to break away 
from the soviet government.

We left D ifferdange,

way, France, reaching there about 2

I received your letters here 
but the next day the company was 
divided into two parts, one being sent 
here at Ethe, Belgium, and the other 
part remaining at Rehon, France, for 
guard duty. 
We came to Ethe by 
train about 3 miles ride to relieve 
part of Co. II, Gist Inf., who were 
doing guard. 
The town of Ethe is a small vil 
age, partly destroyed by Germans in 
the first part of the war, even to the 
big church. 
Nothing remains of the 
church but the walls, no roof or 
windows and

Spartaeans Use Tactics Similar to 
Those of The Early Ameri­ 
can Indian.

Staff Purr**-purulent) 
Berlin 
April 2— Bolshevism’s re ­ 
cent struggle in Berlin was in many 
ways like an American Indian war 
carried on in a modern city, if you 
can imagine that. 
The S p a rta n s 
group went on the war path after 
the fashion of prairie tribes in Amer­ 
ica three generations ago. 
In their 
fighting the Spartaeans showed about 
the same degree of civilization as did 
the Indians. 
To understand how such a war­ 
fare could take place in a modern 
city one has to realize that Berlin 
wa- 
harboring many convicts 
re ­ 
leased from prison by the turn of 
the earlier revolution. Most of these 
desperadoes are not political vic­ 
tims, but were palled for killing and 
robbing. 
Since they had everything 
to gain and nothing to lose by the 
bolshevik movement, 
they 
leagued 
themselves with the Spartacus group 
and for good pay were ready to com­ 
mit any outrage prescribed. 
The 
bolsheviks were 
simply 
wild 
men 
running riot. 
After the Government’s volunteer

Troops from llindenburg 
at the front arc the only hope from 
within Germany. 
So far the front

have done their duty 
until

seer- mingled with the fighters, when 
the front troops retired refusing to 
endanger women and children. Prop­ 
aganda usually demoralizes Govern 
meat troops 
- o o h after they arrive, 
so that probably til** largest portion 
of Berlin feels the only dependable 
troops to bring order are outsiders. 
It is -urprising to find the m ajor­ 
ity of th** revolutionaries, especially 
the sailors, in favor of occupation. 
“We will welcome Americans and 
English," they tell you. 
“ We’re 
waiting for them. 
We want order, 
too, but it can never come without 
cither a dictator or else outside help. 
We have no leaders now that we can 
follow.” 
The. opinion that a dictator could 
restore order and enable the working 
out of a government is quite uni 
vesal, but no men loom up as possi­ 
bilities worthy of consideration, ex­ 
cept llindenburg. 
llindenburg has 
never mixed into politics, and men 
in Berlin who know him well say he 
would never consent to take over th** 


Revolutionary outbreaks in Berlin

the revolution.

on the sidelines, watching agitators 
toss the revolution up and down, to 
no «>ne’s gain ad Germany’s danger. 
Germany’s lack 
of leaders has 
been one of the most outstanding 
features of the revolution. 
In th** 
hour when Germany needs big men, 
none has been found. 
The situation 
seems to be brought about by the old 
system, when leaders, as soon as 
they wrere recognized as such, were 
hustled int othe Junker party. 
They 
became Junker leaders and most of 
the men capable of governing were 
in the party. 
The result is that Germany finds 
herself with second rate men trying 
in construct the new republic.
